At the Tu rkish capital

dividu ally a verbal co mmu nicatio n to 
the po rte identical to that to be pre- 
i sented to the Balkan states by Ru ssia 
and Au stria. 
The po wers, it is kno wn, will state 
emphatically their disappro val o f any 
fighting in the Balkans, and will de­ 
mand that the little states leave to 
them any Macedo nian refo rms that are 
to he made. 
It is u nlikely that (Treat Britain, who 
has hu ng back all alo ng, will take any 
1 pro minent part in the squ elching o f 
war In the Balkans. 
She fears to o f­ 
fend her Mo slem su bjects in India. 
The Mo hammedans o f Bengal met in 
great nu mbers in Calcu tta to deno u nce 
what they are pleased to call a co n- 
spiracy o n the part o f the Christian 
po wers to ro b the Mo slems o f their 
kingdo m. 
Largely respo nsible fo r the o ptim­ 
ism o f the diplo mats as to the ticklish 
situ atio n, Is the new attitu de o f Tu r­ 
key , 
At first indifferent and passive 
latterly aro u sed and aggressive, no w 
veering back to her o riginal peacefu l­ 
ness, Tu rkey 
seems willing to ac­ 
kno wledge that refo rms are needed in 
Macedo nia and that she may be will­ 
ing to grant a mo re genero u s measu re 
o f self-go vernment to Ro u melia and 
Macedo nia. 
Bu t in spite o f all this prevailing 
cheer, war is no t by any means o u t o f 
the qu estio n as y et.

witho u t so me sangu ine incident.

Rosecrans’ lit»«* Van Dorn had 
carried his army to within GOO yards 
of Corinth, but in tlgliting bis way up 
Van Dorn had merely driven a wedge 
between the Federal right and left. 
Rosecrans* right division, under Gen 
era I O. S. Hamilton, was ready when 
the kuii went down to fall upon tin* 
Confederate rear. 
After dark Rose* 
erans drew all his troops back inside 
the line of fortifications and stood 
ready for the battle which Van Dorn 
sprang at daylight O c t 4 
After a short duel of artillery the 
Confederate 
g unners 
ceased 
tiring 
The division which had tho most lm 
portent part in heading tho charge did 
not move, but about S o’clock thecharg 
ing line marched out from the cover 
of the woods in splendid style.

crans’ troops, lying down In front of 
the batteries, could see the southern 
flags and the glint of the sun upon 
the advancing bayonets 
The first Federal line attacked was 
unfortunately placed, and flic troops 
g ave way 
Rushing pellmell, the Con 
federates were caug ht by tin* tire of 
Rosecrans’ batteries 
The force of the 
charg e was broken by tin* shells, but 
Horne of the boldest Confederates dash 
ed on Into the Federal reserve artil 
iery.

charg ing column, headed by Colonel 
Rogers, reached the little fort the Ohio 
reg iment had entirely disappeared. 
One of the Ohio soldiers made the 
most desperate 
flag capture of tiie 
day 
In the last charg e a gallant Tex 
an marched in front of the column 
straight for tin* fort. 
He was shot, 
and Private Orin B. Gould of Com 
pany (J sprang forward to seize the 
flag. 
A Confederate captain called out 
to his followers. "Save your colors!’ 
Gould was hit In the breast with a re­ 
volver shot, but brought away the tro 
phy. 
Retreat and Pursuit. 
The tight at the works of Corinth 
did not last over an hour. The Federal 
Battery 
Powell 
was captured 
by 
a 
brigade of Price’s Missourians, but be 
fore help could come up to hold it the 
assailants had been routed. 
By noon 
the Confederates were in full retreat 
Van Dorn drew his army south into 
M iss Isslppl, and it took no further part 
in the campaign around Corinth or the 
g am e which General Bragg w as play 
ing In the invasion of Kentucky. 
The Confederate retreat southward 
from Corinth battlefield led across the 
Big Hatcbie river. 
in that vicinity 
they 
encountered 
two

fresh troops which General (¿ rant had 
retained

and 
Jackson, 
Term., in order to meet an attack at 
either point should Van Dorn succeed 
in taking Corinth or avoid it altog ether

retreat at the river, but with feeble 
result. 
This was a critical time for the de 
feated troops. 
But a retreating column 
has some advantag e of its pursuers, 
especially when tho pursued are on 
home soil and the pursuers groping in 
the 
dark.

knew 
where they must go and moved with j 
greater rapidity than the Federal« . The 
road 
led 
through 
wild and 
wooded 
country well adapted to laying an am 
bush. 
Tin* pursuit continued with vigor tin 
til it was halted by General (¿ rant, iu 
spite of protests from Rosecrans, who 
proposed to push on and capture N icks 
burg lie fore Van Dorn’s army could re 
cover from its reverse at Corinth.

NVe took 2,208 prisoners,

In closing his report General 
Van 
Dorn said:

about ended when a heavy fire from 
fresh troops

and fighting, companies and reg iments 


Every boy is g reatly

It is not my intention at present to 
go into the subject of conjuring be- 
yend the point of tie scri bing how to 
make and operate the apparatus for a 
very unique stunt "The Disappearing 
Doll.” 
'Fhis trick is a modification of 
on e of the so-called "cabinet” tricks, 
which is ex trem ely simple to carry out 
and always mystifying to an audi­ 
ence. 
In the professional act, the mag ician 
places a woman inside of 
a cabinet 
that stands upon a table, after hav­ 
ing ex posed all sides of the cabinet to 
view of the audience, then he closes 
the front, binds the cabinet leng th­ 
wise with heavy rope, sets it down up­ 
on the floor, and places it inside of a 
sack which he ties. 
Then after the 
use of his wand and the utterance of 
some* words of magic, the operations 
are reversed, the cabinet is removed 
from the sack, the ropes are cut, the 
front is opened, and behold! the lady 
occupant has vanished. 
You will understand this trick when 
I ex plain our disappearing doll stunt, 
which is earjied out in the sam e way 
but on a small scale. 
Fig. 2 shows the 
completed cabinet.
